This  colossal  statue,  the  work  of  Fred- 
eric Bartholdi,  presented  by  the  free- 
dom-loving French  people,  stands  151 
feet  high  on  a  142-foot  pedestal.  The 
tablet  held  In  the  left  hand  has  in- 
scribed "July  4,  1776,"  symbolizing 
The  Declaration  of  Independence. 


Times  Square  . . .  Entertainment  Center  of  the  World.  In  this  area  there  are  located  world 
famous  shops,  movie  houses,  hotels,  restaurants,  theatres  and  fabulous  night  clubs.

Sunken  Plaza  -  Rockefeller  Center  .  .  .  Located  in  the 
heart  of  Rockefeller  Center  with  the  nnajestic  Prometheus 
Statue  and  Fountain  surrounded  by  the  flags  of  the 
United  Nations.  Prometheus  was  the  god  who  brought 
to  mankind  the  gift  of  fire  from  heaven.  Sculptor, 
Paul  Manship. 


Night  comes  to  Midtown  Manhattan  —  The  twinkling  of 
thousands  of  lights  springing  into  being  lends  a  fairy- 
land atmosphere  to  this  view,  showing  the  RCA,  Chrysler 
and  Empire  State  Buildings. 


Radio  City  Music  Hall  —  World's  largest  indoor  theatre  is 
the  home  of  the  world-famous  Rockettes,  precision  dancers. 
7,000,000  patrons  are  entertained  here  annually. 


Bird's-eye  view  of  the  world's  most  famous  outdoor  skat- 
ing rink  located  in  the  heart  of  Rockefeller  Center  at  the 
Sunken  Plaza. 


The  United  Nations  Buildings  on  the  East  Side  of  Monhattan  Island,  stands  on  on  18 
acre  tract  of  land  which  was  turned  over  to  the  world  organization  by  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr. 
and  the  City  of  New  York.  This  view  depicts  Old  Glory,  proudly  flying  from  a  nearby  building, 
and  franning  the  UN  Buildings. 


This  view  of  the  UN  Secretariat  and  General 
Assennbly  Buildings  lends  a  majestic  blend  to 
the  magnificent  architecture  of  the  UN. 


United  Nations  Security  Council  Chamber  — 

was  designed  by  Arnstein  Arneberg  of  Nor- 
way, and  the  large  mural  was  painted  by  the 
Norwegian  artist,  Peter  Kroho.  The  cost  of 
the  decoration  of  the  chamber  was  a  con- 
tribution of  the  Norwegian  Government. 
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Late  afternoon  sunlight  splashes  over  lower  Manhattan  sky- 
scrapers, as  a  steanner  is  guided  from  her  pier  by  powerful  tugboats. 

Mid-Monhottan  Skyline  from  New  Jersey  —  across  the  Hudson  River 
ore  the  towering  skyscrapers,  which  make  up  the  New  York  City  Skyline. 


Two  ships  pass  in  the  Hudson  River  in  front  of  New  York  City's  famous 
skyline.  The  Hudson  River  teems  with  shipping  activity  day  and  night.

This 
structure  towers  over  the  Hudson  River 
which  is  to  the  left. 


The  Cathedral  of  St.  John  The  Divine, 

Annsterdam  Avenue  and  1 12th  Street 
—  when  it  is  completed  it  will  be 
the  largest  Gothic  style  cathedral  in 
the  world. 


Herald  Square  is  the  site  of  retailing  giants, 
serving  everything  to  everybody  ot  every  in- 
come level.  One  could  spend  a  lifetime  snop- 
ping  in  this  area  and  fill  his  every  material  need. 


Central  Park  South . . .  The  street  with  the  world's 
most  renowned  and  elite  hotels.  In  the  back- 
ground can  be  seen  the  famous  Coliseum  and 
the  Hudson  River. 

The  Coliseum,  located  at  Columbus  Circle,  was 
erected  at  a  cost  of  35  million  dollars,  and 
is  one  of  the  largest  exhibition  buildings  in 
the  world. 


City  Hall,  offices  of  the  Mayor  and  President 
of  the  City  Council,  Is  located  at  Broadway, 
Pork  Row  and  Chambers  Street  in  downtown 
Manhattan. 


The  Victory  Arch  is  located  In  the  Green- 
wich Village  area  at  the  beginning  of  Fifth 
Avenue.  This  nnennorlal  commemorates  the  in- 
auguration of  George  Washington  and  was 
designed  by  Stanford  White.  It  was  erected  at 
a  cost  of  $250,000.00  which  was  raised  by 
popular  subscription. 


Grant's  Tomb,  Riverside  Drive  and  122nd  Street 
—  this  massive  granite  mausoleum  contains  the 
bodies  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  and  his  wife. 


Chinatown  ...  A  world-famous  area  containing 
excellent  Chinese  Restaurants  and  unique  gift 
shops.  This  is  one  of  New  York's  most  pictur- 
esque sections.

The  "House  that  Ruth  Built,"  remains  this  coun- 
try's most  famous  baseball  park.  The  World 
Champion  bunting  has  flown  from  its  flagpole 
more  than  from  any  other  in  either  the  National 
or  American  Leagues.

International  Arrival  Building  is

LaGuardia  Airport,  named  for 
the  famous  New  York  Mayor, 
Fiorello  LaGuardia.  This  is  one 
of  the  world's  busiest  air  termi- 
nals, with  over  14,000  passengers 
arriving  and  departing  daily. 


The  Port  Authority  -  West  30th 
Street  Heliport,  is  Manhattan's 
first  commercial  heliport,  costing 
$320,000.00  —  opened  in  Sep- 
tember, 1956. 


The  New  York  Port  Authority  Bus 
Terminal  is  located  at  West  41  st 
Street  and  Eighth  Avenue.  This 
is  the  largest  bus  terminal  in  the 
world,  and  the  most  modern. 


Hayden  Planetarium,  8 1  s\  Sireet  and 
Central  Park  West.  The  story  of 
astronomy  is  visually  projected  by 
the  Zeiss  projector  on  the  75-foot 
hennispherical  dome. 


Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Museum, 

5th  Avenue  and  89th  Street,  de- 
signed by  Frank  Lloyd  Wright. 
A  museum  with  major  examples 
of  painting,  sculpture  and  the 
graphic  arts  of  the  recent  past. 


New  York  Public  Library  is  located 
at  Fifth  Avenue  and  42nd  Street. 
Surpassed  in  size  only  by  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress  in  Washington, 
the  mammoth  collection  serves 
3,620,000  people  with  over  8,000 
visitors  daily. 


Columbia  University  was  founded 
as  King's  College  by  royal  charter 
of  King  George  II  of  England  in 
1 754.  Comprises  1 5  major  units  and 
four  affiliated  schools. 


The  Butler  Library,  Columbia 
University,  was  built  at  a  cost  of 
$4,000,000.00,  and  opened  in 
1934.  It  was  a  gift  of  Edward  S. 
Harkness.  The  exterior  is  de- 
signed in  Italian  Renaissance 
style  with  fourteen  Ionic  columns 
on  the  north  facade. 


Hall  of  Fame  for  Great  Americans 

at  New  York  University.  In  a  630 
foot  colonnade  designed  by  Stan- 
ford White,  are  busts  of  over  85 
famous  Americans. 


Jones  Beach  . . .  One  of  the  most  famous  beaches  In  the 
world,  a  swimming  haven  for  New  Yorkers  and  visitors. 
Located  on  the  South  Shore  of  Long  Island. 


World-Famous  Amusement  Park  at  Coney  Island ...  It  has 

been  recognized  as  the  world's  most  famous  playground 
and  has  the  largest  boardwalk  and  amusement  area. 
Located  at  the  southern  end  of  Brooklyn.

This 
6,016-foot  suspension  bridge 
was  completed  in  1883,  with  a 
channel  span  of  1,595  feet.  Two 
unusual  views  are  shown  here,  a 
daylight  scene  with  activity  on 
East  River  and  a  sunset  scene 
with  Lower  Manhattan  in  the 
background. 


The  George  Washington  Bridge 

.  .  .  connecting  New  York  and 
New  Jersey,  spans  the  Hudson 
River.  Famous  the  world  over  as 
one  of  America's  most  notable 
man-made  landmarks,  and  the 
second  longest  suspension  bridge 
in  the  world. 


Brooklyn  Bridge,  arching  over  the  East  River  between 
Manhattan  and  Brooklyn,  affords  panoramic  views 
during  daylight  hours  and  at  sunset.
